Tragedy Committed Near Mt. Vernon, Illi- 


nois. 


Mount Vernon, III., April IS.—Boys 


Missing through some woodlawn on the 
Volney Osborne farm, five miles north- 
west of this city Saturday afternoon, 
bund a woman's bead lying near the 
public road leading from Mount Vernon 
to Blohview. They reported their dis- 
covery and a party was organized for a 
search fur tbe body. This was found 
abont 300 yards from the spot where tbe 
hand lay, with tbe flesh stripped from the 
x>nes, both tbe trunk and head being so 
Sadly decomposed as to render'recognition 
m possible. 


Deputy Coroner C. C. Satterfield was 


notified, acd with State's Attorney W. C. 
31alr this morning beld an Inquest on tbe 
remains. Tbe testimony went to prove 
that tbe body was that of a woman who 
was In that locality early last November. 
She was apparently about 40 years of age, 


itber under medium height, with black 


hair, was dressed ID a dark suit, with 
Igbt-colored jacket, and wore a black 
straw bat. She appeared In that locality 
abont tbe 1st of last November, and stay- 
ed in the neighborhood two or three days. 
She refused to divulge her name, but said 
ler home was in Carmi, 111., and that she 
was going on foot to St. Louis. Tbe last 
seen of her was when she left tbe Osborne 
residence, taking the road upon whicb the 
body was found yesterday. The Ccoro- 
ner's jury, after bearing tbe evidence of a 
arge number of witnesses, rendered a 
verdict that the woman came to her death 
'rom causes unknown to tbe jury. 


A man who passed the woman shortly 


after sbe had entered the wood, abont a 
quarter of a mile further on, encountered 
a hoop-pole cutter, to wbom he mentioned 
tbe fact of tbe woman's approach. Tbe 
lolo cutter said he would take her in his 
wagon, as he was going to bis home, 
which was in the direction tbo woman 
was traveling. They were never scon to- 
gether, but tbe theory is that another 
Pearl Bryan tragedy bas been committed, 
and there is considerable excitement in 
tbe locality. It is said a suspected party 
left the country about the data of tbe wo- 
man's disappearance.

Janlna. 


TURKS BESIEGED. 


Greeks liscape from the Turku by Cutting 


Through the Lines. 


London, April 12.—A dispatch from 


Trikbala says the Turkish garrison at 
Baltlno numbering 800 were beseiged by 
the Greek Insurgents and cut their way 
out with a loss of thirty killed. The 
lighting was stubborn. Only one-fourth 
of those who made the attempt were able 
to issue from the barracks. Tbe Insur- 
gent] continued their march into Macedo- 
nia and captured Krania, and pursued 
ilio Turks close to Cipria, only two hours 
from Grevena. Throughout these opera- 
tions tba insurgents lost only three killed 
and fonr wounded. It is reported tbat a 
Turkish frontier detachment fired on and 
killed a Greek soldier and a peasant carry- 
ing dispatches to Galoolivri.

Indiana Prisoners Transferred. 


Michigan City, Ind., April 13.—Proba- 


bly tbe largest transfer of prison convicts 
which ever took place in this country was 
carried out today. Two hundred and 
ninety-one prisoners from Michigan City 
prison were put on a special Monon train 
and taken to Jeffurgonville, while from 
the latter place 356 prisoners were gent 
ben. 
Tbe cause of this wholesale trans- 


fer is due to tbe fact that tbe state l-'gis- 
latnre at its last session passed a law con- 
verting the southern penitentiary into a 
reformatory and making Michigan City 
prison tbe regular penitentiary for the 
state. 


Special preparations were made t» in- 


sure the safe transfer of the prisoners both 
ways. Before loading them on tbe trains 
every prisoner had shackles riveted npon 
bis legs; they were then placed to ears 
with enough guards to look after them 
and the oarg looked. 
Tbe Monon road 


gave these traini the right of way and 
bad every inch of track and bridges in- 
spected Immediately before tbe time for 
the trains to pass and bad the switches 
spiked down for tho purpose of Insuring 
against accident. No stops were made 
exoept to change engines and for water. 
A company of state militia also accom- 
panied each train.

of ancient,Greece when the do-,'.-, of war 
were unleashed. It stirs the heart of 
the modern Greek to he.ir h'mself re- 
ferred to «is a descendant of men who, 
with sword and spear, built up oue of 
the mig-htiest military powers of an- 
cient days. History inay repeat itself, 
eaysthe Greek of to-day, as he prepares 
to throw away the .vabbard, and the 
(world, always ad mi ring" pluck, applauds 
and turns to its ancient history for 
aiiore parallels to suit the situation. 


Americans beinqr far out of parsliot 


'of discords in Europe's concert, anil pos- 
ecssing judpmentK nmvarpecl by. any 
•constitutional 
reverenc-e for ancient 


bistory, can make comparisons and 
draw parallels that come ver3' much 
nearer the bull's eye than those r.ow 
ibeinp made and drawn rn the old 
world. It may pe?m cruel to reduce to 
shavinirs the stories concerning the 
•mighty armies that conquered worlds 
in the days of Greece's pride, but it i* 
•a fact, nevertheless, that no army was 
«vcr marshalled for war during tor. pe- 
•riod preceding the Christian era that 
.could not have been scattered like chaff 
(before a Nebraska cyclone had it been 
•attacked by a force such as the Cnited 
(States, to say nothing1 at the great Eu- 
Iropean powers, could put into the field 
Jto-day—and (his on even terms, irre- 
spective of any changes in the ramie of 
(warfare. 


Much tha-. ho* been written concern- 


ling the great maisse- of fighting men 
(that met in old-tin: • o.ittles is gieatly 
(exaggerated, though it 
lias been 


banded down 'as history. Even if the 


based on data supplied by the war de- 
partment, shows that America to-day 
has available for service in the cause 
of the country no fewer than. 10,149,505 
men. These are not all trained sol- 
diers, any more than were the hordes 
of Xerxes. It is safe to say, however, 
that at least hali this number know- 
how to handle a rifle and have at eorr.e 
tin,e learned how to respond to military 
orders. Some were taught the goose 
step in the kaiser's artny; others were 
conscripted in France, Italy or Austria, 
or served the p?ar and smelled powder 
in the Russo-Turkish war; while oth- 
ers wear medals won in one or another 
of Britain'-; ceaseless scrimmages. So 


{ .hat if it came to reckoning camp fol- 
lowers ant] figlifers together. Uncle Sam 


! could annihilate Xerxes and his resur- 
rected vvarriors by opposing 1(1,000.000 
to o.OOO.OflO; while, separating rabbi? 
from solfUers on both .sides, the propor- 
tion in favor of the Americans would 
be -about four to one, in the shape of 
5,000.000 of fighters to the 1,200,000 mod- 
erately effective men tinker the Persian 
monarch—a crushing disparity that 
would cause Xerxes, to regret having 
summoned his nrrny from the quietness 
pnd seclusion of the grave. 


So much for the finest arm}1 of an- 


cient days. But a most interesting 


[ comparison can ^.e drawn by taking the 


actual modern fighting force of Ameri- 
ca on a flying trip back through a few 
thousand years of time and landing 
them—say—in the year r,23 B. C. There 
woulJ be no force of trained fighters 
even in that fighting ape that oould 
stand up before onr army without the 
certainty of (iefcat, fort-he warriors of 
America would outnumber by three to 
one the army that was able to conquer 
nearly the whole of the then civilized 
world—the invincible army of Alexan- 
der the (,rtat. This army of Alexander 
numbered scarcely 50,()!)0 r.'en. At Is- 
sus, B. C. r,.'!:!, Alexander, at the head of 
this force, is said to have nsrt and de- 
featPd a Persian army of c K .000. In 331 
B. ('.. at the battle of Arbila, he de- 
feated another Persian army of 600.000. 
In 334 B. €., w ith a considerably smaller 
force, he had defeated 40.000 Persian 
and Greek mercenaries at 
Granicus, 


These three battles practically brought 
Persia to Alexander's feet and made 
him absolute master of the ancient

imagination of the historian is allowed 
flee rein, however, no berious modifica- 
tion is necessary in the comparison 
^between ancient and modern armies. 
The fact remains that Uncle Sum's ag- 
gregation of warriors could « hip any 
iiiuMrat army that ever drew sword, 
could the old-timers be resurrected and 
set in battle array, fully equipped with 
mo'JrrD weapons. 


To tackle the biggest army first, let 


the tremendous 
force with which 


Xerxes tct out from Persia to attempt 
the conquest of Europe, 480 years be- 
fore tht- binli of Christ, be marshalled 
•on v.\ nth once more. Xerxes spent four 
ycais in assembling this great host. His 
(recruiting officers had scoured the em- 
pire for available men, going eastward 
through al! Asia almost to the borders 
'of Siberia and China, and south and 
west to the farthest borders of Egypt 
and Ethiopia. No fewer than 46 na- 
tions were compelled to give up their 
bent men for the army that Xerxes in- 
tended should sweep the whole civilized 
-.vorld. When at last he was satisfied 
with the genera! look of things he 
numbered his vast horde by building a 
wall around 10,000 of them and measur- 
ing the rest in this inclosure he found— 
so ancient historians state—that his 
army comprised 1,700.000 fighting men. 
It was constantly augmented on the 
march, and by the time It reached Ther- 
moyiylsp the number is estimated by 
the same authorities at 2,500,000. 


Xerxes doubtless thought that noth- 


ing could ever equal itwhile the world 
lasted. Counting camp followers, the 
whole array, according to Herodotus, 
numbered nbout 5,000,000 men. Deduct- 
ing, beside* the camp followers, the 
naked savages armed with sticks and 
•tones and weapons that were about its 
effective as the bow and arrow'would be 
in modern times, there remained an 
army of about 1,200,000 capable war- 
riors. of which the very best, under the 
•command of Mardomns—about .100,000 
knen—were destined to be routed the 
'following year, 4T9 B. C., at Flatea by 
a Greek force of about 110,000, the com- 
tjined nrmy of Athens and Sparta and 
their allies. 


But allowing—what no modern critic 


•will concede—that the estimates of 
(Historian Herodotus are substantially 
taonect. and that the army of Xerxes 
amounted, rabble and warriors, to the 
number of 5.000.000 fighting men. still 
Uncle Sam -ould whip the whole, crowd 
with onr hand ti*rt heWnd him. To this 
mob of 5,000,900 he could oppose over

world. His ."iO,000 iDcn were doubtless 
trained soldiers, but Uncle Sam'i pres- 
ent force of trained men could have 
made short work e\en of Alexander. 
This American force would comprise 
143,931 effective men trained to the use 
of arms. Amoug them would be the 
26,955 enlisted men who make up I'nele 
Snm'.s gallant little army, an army that 
stands ready to tacKlc anything of iti 
own sue at any time. To this sturdy 
nuculeuswouldbe added the 11S.97G men 
comprising the 
national guard oi 


America, the, number of all arms serv- 
ing under the colors according to a 
close estimate just made. The army of 
American fighters tra ined for war w ould 
therefore number 143,931. Before this 
tremendous array of men the mnch- 
latuiecl force of 50,000 of theconquering 
Alexander dwindles into insignifieence, 
and if conquest can be made the sub- 
ject of comparison the army of the 
United States as it exists to-day—regu- 
lars and national guardsmen—could, 
armed with weapons similar to those 
in use in Alexander's time, have effec- 
tually stopped the latter in his merry- 
little pastime of subjugating the world. 
After stopping him it could have wiped 
Alexander and his men off the face of 
the earth that they had started out to 
subdue, and could then have proceeded 
to conquer it themsel\es> at their leis- 
ure. 


But to turn to other nations. If the 


300,000 Carthaginians sent in the yeai 
480 B. C. against the Greeks in Sicily 
were defeated by a force of 50,000 loot 
and 5,000 horse led by Gelon of Syra- 
cuse, what chance would they have 
stood against Uncle Sam's 5,000,000 oi 
men? 
Hannibal's original army oi 


100,000 men, only a small fraction ol 
whom crossed the Alps into Italy in 
21S B. C., would have made a very 
sorry showing had the modern Ameri- 
can army been waiting to receive him 
The force which threatened all-con- 
quering- Rome with destruction coulc 
have been dispersed, without calling 
out the whole of the national guard. 


There were vast hordes that iuvadec 


ancient Rome that oould hardly be dig 
nified with the name of soldiers—the 
Tetrtones and Cimbri were nomat 
hordes, practically savages—enormous 
in the aggregate, bat easily defeated by 
trained warriors. 
America's regulars 


could hare whipped any of these vast 
nomadic tribes without the assistance 
of the national guard, but if necee 
sary they could have been opposed.

After the 
war, however, he changed bis course very 
materially and no roan in the senate was 
more devoted to legislation in the inter 
eat of Union soldiers than be proved to 
be. On the money question he was al 
ways an inflationist and m the last cam- 
paign was an advocate ot the free and UB- 
Iliuitdd coinage of silver at the ratio of lb 
to 1 though as chairman of the finance 
committee in the senate he supported 
Cleveland's policies in the special session 
of 1898 wfaeu the silver purchase law wad 
repealed. Be wag once regarded as the 
greatest criminal lawyer In the middle 
wett and many a criminal owed his life to 
the efforts of Daniel W. Voorbees.

Relic* of a Glnnt Race Found on 


Florida Farm. 


A graveyard in a farm is not an. ejc 


traordinary thing, but a {arm in a grave- 
yard is something different. Imagine 
a vast tract of many acres, planted with 
corn, cane, tomatoes and many other 
vegetables, whilst the ground roum 
about is almost completely covered witl 
skulls, bones and other debris that be 
long to a graveyard proper. Such is (he 
farm of Capt. E. J. Watson, who lives a 
Chatham Bay Key, some 30 miles from 
fort Myers, Fla., in the Tel Island sec 
tion. In the fields are seen big corn 
stalks and sugar tane growing out 
through empty skulls, while the ground 
underneath the thickly matted tomato 
vine seems nothing but a surface oi 
bones. 


This key is one of the most peculiai 


cf the many odd islands in this grouj 
It is a large island, containing aboul 
50 acres most being extremely rich land 
In the center is a sort of raised highland 
containing about ton acres. On tlie 
edge of this there are still to be seen re- 
mains of what was formerly probably 
a fortification of some kind, the coquina 
walls showingabouta foot high ID some 
places, while in others they have com 
pletely disappeared. In 1hc renter are 
the ruins of what was once a templr 
of some sort, the fragments of wall 
foundations still remaining being about 
MO by 300 feet, in the form of an eight 
[minted star. In the center of this is 
land is a square upright column made 
from coqnina. It is over 12 feet high, 
but from its foundation 
and 
other 


points it would seem to have been at 
least two feet square, and jjossibly-'Oo 
more feet high. Queer Indian figures 
can be made out on it. 


The Indians hereabouts have a su- 


perstition regarding this island, and it 
is impossible to get any of them to vis-it 
it at night. Chief Icor.adachee, one of 
the oldest Indians here, says that years 
ago when the Spaniards in I'lorida were 
prosecuting the Indians a 
powerful 


r.ice in'iabitrd this southern section. 
They were large and fierce, and aston- 
ished the invaders by their 
gigjintk- 


size and immense strength. He says 
that this, tribe was driven south of the 
Chatham river, beyond which lies an 
impenetrable morals. They made this 
their last fighting ground, nnd many 
tales are told of the oivouctt'rs that oc- 
curred there betvveo.i 1he Spaniards and 
these Indians. Fhaily tlir-y v, e.re firiv- 
n awnj* from Iliis refuge and what was 
left-of tlie. trilip. possibly l.ro.'i. moml 
o this island. A mighty bailie wa<! 
'ought here aftervard, and it in sup- 
posed (hat tin1 tribe v.as completely ox- 
ermir.ated. An exr.mitntion 
of the 


farm would indicate that a massacre of 
some Kind bad occurred, as the \vholo 
ipper part of the key is completely 
covered v, ith skulls and various body 
,K>nes of all six.es anil conditions. One 
.•an scarcely walk without treading on 
-omething of the kind. Hundreds and 
nindreds of the skulls are crushed in, 


if the owner had been killed by a 


iludgeon wound, or by a battle-ax; in 
'aet, three-fourths of the skulls picked 
up show the marks of wc:mds of this 
haracter. 
A large number of skeletons have 


>een put together, and the result has 
jeen surprising; a majority of them 
are nearly eight feet in height, rorres- 
rondingly broad in shoulders and with 


mighty arm-reach. All the other 


'rame bones are correspondingly large, 
>eing much larger than the bones of an 
ordinary hitman body. A good many 
scientists have visited this section this 
winter, but none of them could explain 
he strange find, except on the hypoth- 
esis of a complete massacre and an 
extinction of this tribe. Mr. Watson's 
'arm is noted for it? richness, decaying 
xraes giving it an immense amount of 
lertilizing. From 36 acres planted in 
ane and vegetables he has sold nearly 


JIO.OOO worth of stuff. This shows the 
noomparable richness of the place.—St. 
Jouis Globe-Democrat.

ordinate. Instead, we have our univer- 
sities studying and often giving prizes 
'or the study of second and fourth rate 
cnthors, which are tiiisr up and written 
about and treated as of consequence 
They a/re as a part of the textual 
study of the history of literature; they 
are not as soul discipline.

short and a college course is shorter 
It is more necessary in it to discipline 
a ma-n into admiration of great men 
jho-n to give him a minute acquaintance 
with the facts about small men or the 
details of language.

any path to style so sure, so subtle or

Primitive Incenie. 


In ancient days sweet odors were ob- 


tained by; burninig aromatic gums and 
woods; hence the word perfume, which 
is frem the Latin per, through ftimus, 
smoke or vapor. From this arose the 
idea of incense in primitive worship. It 
was used by the orientals long before it 
became known to the western world. 
People of the east utilized it for sacri- 
fice in their temples. At feasts it en- 
hajioect the pleasure of the senses.

Athens, April !«.—Tbe faots ai to the 


frontier situation are developing slowly 
tor two reason*. First, snow, mini and 
bitterly cold wlndi retarded the campaign 


ID the mountainous districts and Inten- 
tionally 01 otherwise nil dltpavobee *re be- 
ing delayed, but It development! an slow 
tho situation is none the leu menacing. 
Ihc open outbreak ot hostilities or a back- 
down by one or both countries cannot be 
much longer delayed. Hera and at Con- 
stantinople am dally prolonged meetings, 
councils of ministers, and It Is generally 
recognised that there must be a decided 
i binge soon. The Greek National league' 
or Etbntke Hetairia, are not a party to 
thS attitude, as shown by its \|sjd Into 
Macedonia. In «pltd of all official denials 
nobody doubts that the Greek officials 
were fully aware of this movement wbtob 
was not only prepared for bat WM freely 
discussed for'a long time. It U as secret 
hero that by tbe end of the present week 
at least ten thousand Greek "Irregulars" 
will be In Macedonia, Albania and Epl- 
ru- having been tent under preten<e of 
maintaining tbe status quo. The Turk- 
ish minister at Athens hat called tbe at- 
tention of tbe government to tbe depart- 
ure of further 'Irregulars" Into Macedo- 
nia, complaining that they were able 
to evade the Greek troops Tbe reply was:
